Chapter  12  Streets,  Sidewalks  and  Other  Public  Places 

Section  12  - 1.5  Signage,  merchandising  and  beautifications  on  public  property. 

Amend  to  Read 

(a)  One  (1)  movable  sign  and  one  (1)  display  of  merchandise  are  allowed  for  each 
public  entrance  to  a building,  subject  to  the  standards  and  criteria  herein. 

(b)  All  movable  signs  shall  be  placed  within  one  (1)  foot  of  the  building  and  within 
four  (4)  feet  of  the  public  entrance.  No  movable  sign  shall  exceed  two  (2)  feet  in 
width  or  depth  or  four  (4)  feet  in  height. 

(c)  All  merchandise  displays  shall  be  placed  within  one  (1)  foot  of  the  building  and 
within  four  (4)  feet  of  the  public  entrance.  No  merchandise  display  shall  extend 
more  than  eight  (8)  feet  parallel  to  the  building  fa<?ade  wall  or  more  than  four  (4) 
feet  into  the  public  way  (sidewalk),  or  exceed  five  (5)  feet  in  height.  No 
merchandise  display  shall  be  located  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  the  intersection  of 
the  sidewalk  of  two  streets.

(d)  No  merchandise  display  shall  include  a tent,  booth,  or  other  structure  unless  a 
permit  is  granted  subject  to  § 12-4. 

(e)  Before  placing  any  sign  or  merchandise  display  on  public  property,  the  owner 
thereof  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  a waiver  and  agreement  to  hold  the  City  of 
Newburyport  harmless  from  any  and  all  liability,  together  with  evidence  of 
liability  insurance  covering  the  sign  or  merchandise  display,  with  a minimum  of 
one  million  dollars  and  naming  the  City  of  Newburyport  as  a co-insured  entity.  A 
statement  certifying  to  said  liability  policy  shall  be  attached  to  the  sign  or 
merchandise  display. 
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(f)  An  annual  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  shall  be  paid  with  an  application 
form  as  specified  by  the  City  Clerk. 

(g)  Flower  boxes,  planters,  or  similar  items  to  beautify  the  property  may  be  placed  on 
the  public  sidewalk  with  the  prior  permission  of  the  City  Council. 

(h)  Enforcement  of  paragraphs  (a)  through  (g)  of  this  section  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Newburyport  Police  Department  and/or  Building 
Commissioner. 

(i)  All  movable  signs,  merchandise  displays,  and  items  to  beautify  the  property  shall 
preserve  a travel  lane  along  the  sidewalk  of  at  least  four  (4)  feet,  and  shall  allow 
for  free  and  unobstructed  passage  of  pedestrians.  Enforcement  of  this  paragraph 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Police  Department  and/or  Building 
Commissioner. 


(j)  Each  violation  of  this  section  12  -1.5  shall  be  punishable  by  a fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100).  Any  condition  found  to  violate  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to 
constitute  a separate  offense  on  each  day  during  which  it  exists  after  the  giving  of 
notice  to  the  violator.

THAT  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  accepts  the  provisions  of  Chapter  73,  § 4 
thereof  of  the  Acts  of  1986,  as  amended  by  Chapter  125  of  Acts  of  1988  so  as  to  act  under  the 
aforesaid  statute  to  increase  by  up  to  100%  the  amount  of  property  tax  exemptions  for  persons 
who  qualify  for  said  exemptions  under  clauses  17D,,22,  22 A,  22B,  22C,  22D,  22E,  37A  and  4 1C 
of  § 5 of  Chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  and  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Explanation 

The  order  proposes  that  the  City  accept  a state  law  provision  that  allows  for  increases  in  all 
property  tax  exemptions  currently  granted  by  the  City.  If  voted,  a uniform  percentage  increase 
(100%)  would  be  applied  to  all  of  the  exemptions. 

Clause  17D  currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  up  to  SI 75  for  surviving  spouses  and  minor 
children  occupying  a property.  Clauses  22,  22A,  22B,  22C,  22D  and  22E  currently  allow  for 
veterans  exemptions  of  various  types  and  amounts  between  a maximum  of  $250  and  $950. 
Clause  37Acurrently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  up  to  $500  for  a blind  person  owning  and 
occupying  a property.  Clause  41C  currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  up  to  $500  for  elderly 
persons  owning  and  occupying  a property.  Each  clause  has  certain  eligibility  requirements  that 
must  be  satisfied  to  receive  the  exemption  and  only  one  type  of  exemption  can  be  granted  for 
each  property.

Chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  23C  the 
following  section: 

Section  23D.  (a)  Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  upon 
municipal  acceptance  of  this  section  for  1 or  more  types  of  adjudicatory  hearings,  a 
member  of  any  municipal  board,  committee  or  commission  when  holding  an  adjudicatory 
hearing  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  voting  in  the  matter  solely  due  to  that  member’s 
absence  from  no  more  than  a single  session  of  the  hearing  at  which  testimony  or  other 
evidence  is  received.  Before  any  such  vote,  the  member  shall  certify  in  writing  that  he 
has  examined  all  evidence  received  at  the  missed  session,  which  evidence  shall  include 
an  audio  or  video  recording  of  the  missed  session  or  a transcript  thereof.  The  written 
certification  shall  be  part  of  the  record  of  the  hearing.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
change,  replace  or  otherwise  supersede  applicable  quorum  requirements. 


(b)  By  ordinance  or  by-law,  a city  or  town  may  adopt  minimum 
additional  requirements  for  attendance  at  scheduled  board, 
committee,  and  commission  hearings  under  this  direction.

(A)  Chronic  violations  of  wastewater  Discharge  limits,  defined  here  as  those 
in  which  66  percent  or  more  of  all  of  the  measurements  taken  for  the  same 
pollutant  parameter  during  a 6-month  period  exceed  (by  and  magnitude)  a 
numeric  Pretreatment  Standard  or  Requirement,  including  instantaneous 
limits,  as  defined  by  40  CFR  403.3(1); 

(B)  Technical  Review  Criteria  (TRC)  violations,  defined  here  as  those  in 
which  33  percent  or  more  of  all  of  the  measurements  taken  for  the  same 
pollutant  parameter  during  a 6-month  period  equal  or  exceed  the  product 
of  the  numeric  Pretreatment  Standard  or  Requirement  including 
instantaneous  limits,  as  defined  by  40  CFR  403.3(1)  multiplied  by  the 
applicable  TRC  (TRC  = 1.4  for  BOD,  TSS,  fats,  oil  and  grease,  and  1.2 
for  all  other  pollutants  except  pH); 

(C)  Any  other  violation  of  a Pretreatment  Standard  or  Requirement  as  defined 
by  40  CFR  403.3  (1)  (daily  maximum,  long-term  average,  instantaneous 
limit , or  narrative  Standard)  that  the  POTW  determines  has  caused,  alone 
or  in  combination  with  other  Discharges,  Interference  or  Pass  Through 
(including  endangering  the  health  of  POTW  personnel  or  the  general 
public).”

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws  Chapter 
131,  Section  40),  the  Newburyport  Wetlands  Ordinance,  and  for  the  administration  of  the 
Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Program  within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  Commission,  over  the  course  of  25  public  meetings, 
conducted  public  hearings  on  37  Notices  of  Intent  (3  were  Abbreviated  Notices).  From  these,  32 
were  approved  subject  to  appropriate  conditions,  2 were  withdrawn,  3 were  denied,  and  3 
amendments  were  issued.  There  were  no  Abbreviated  Notices  of  Resource  Area  Delineation 
filed  with  the  Commission  in  this  fiscal  year.  The  Commission  received  1 7 Requests  for 
Determination  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  issuing  1 0 Negative  and  6 
Positive  Determinations.  One  request  was  withdrawn.  The  Commission  also  issued  1 8 
Certificates  of  Compliance. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  funds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  As  established  by  legislation,  these  funds  have 
been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation  purposes.

The  mission  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  advocate  for  Newburyport’s  older  adults,  to  identify  their  needs,  to  develop  and 
implement  services  to  meet  their  health,  economic,  social  and  cultural  needs,  to  encourage  maximum  independence,  and  to 
improve  their  quality  of  life.  A variety  of  programs  were  offered  during  FY’07  in  support  of  the  mission.  These  include 
transportation  (6433  rides  were  provided  to  326  individuals  during  FY’2007);  health  clinics  for  blood  pressure,  cholesterol 
screening,  flu  shots,  hearing  tests,  and  podiatry;  exercise  and  dance  classes;  application  assistance  for  housing,  home  care 
services,  tax  form  preparation,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance  and  health  and  disability  insurance,  support  groups  for  legally 
blind  elders;  weekly  bingo  and  bridge  parties;  a book  club,  a trips  program,  and  knitting  (983  hand  made  pieces  were 
donated  during  FY  2007  to  the  Seacoast  Birth  Center  and  the  Sub-Acute  Unit  at  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital).  A monthly 
newsletter  with  information  about  available  services  and  programs  was  distributed  every  month,  and  telephone  calls  to  the 
Council  on  Aging  seeing  information  continue  to  average  about  55  per  day. 

Council  on  Aging  administrative  office  and  dispatch  center  is  located  in  the  Salvation  Army  building.  Newburyport  does  not 
have  one  central  location  for  senior  citizen  services.  Programs  are  located  in  a variety  of  locations:  the  Elks  Hall,  The  Public 
Library,  People’s  United  Methodist  Church  on  Purchase  Street,  Heritage  House,  and  at  Atria  Merrimack  Place.  The  COA 
vans  are  garaged  at  the  DPW,  the  Emergency  Operations  Center,  and  the  Salvation  Army  building. 

The  Council  on  Aging  staff  consists  of  a full-time  Director,  a full-time  Administrative  Assistant,  a part-time  (grant  funded) 
Outreach  Worker,  2 full  time  van  drivers  and  3 part  time  van  drivers.  There  are  68  volunteers  participating  in  16  different 
programs. 

Collaborations  continue  with  the  Merrimack  Valley  Legal  Services,  Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport  (transportation  to  out-of- 
town  destinations),  Community  Action  (fuel  assistance  and  weatherization  programs),  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimack 
Valley  (home  care  and  protective  service  programs,  job  training  and  health  clinics),  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs 
(health  insurance  counseling,  and  the  annual  Formula  Grant),  AARP  (income  tax  counseling),  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition 
Program  (congregate  and  home-delivered  meals),  Home  Health  Care  (public  health  nursing  and  flu  clinics),  Massachusetts 
Commission  for  the  Blind  (low  vision  support  group),  a Community  Needs  Task  Force,  TRIAD  (a  safety  awareness  program 
designed  to  reduce  criminal  victimization,  promote  crime  prevention  and  safety  awareness  and  serve  the  needs  of  the 
senior  community),  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging,  and  the  Merrimac  Valley  Council  on  Aging 
Directors  Association.  The  FRIENDS  of  Newburyport  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  seek  funding  for  a senior  center,  and 
continues  a very  successful  collaboration  with  the  COA  on  an  expanded  trips  program.

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  Annual  Report  for  the  Fiscal  year  2007. 

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  has  provided  services  to  the  community  for  the 
protection  of  public  health  and  the  environment.  The  Health  Department  acting  under  the 
Board  of  Health  on  a day  to  day  basis  does  all  administrative  work  required  by  law,  does 
complaint  intake  and  investigation  and  issues  orders  for  non  compliance  daily. 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  permitting  and  inspecting  the  following  types  of 
business  that  operate  in  the  city:

In  addition  the  Health  Department  is  required  by  law  to  conduct  housing  inspections  when 
requested,  investigate  nuisances,  inspect  Plum  Island  properties,  inspect  septic  systems,  and 
investigates  all  other  public  health  and  environmental  threats. 
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Department  of  Public  Health  Report  for  July  1, 2006  - June  30, 2007 


The  city  is  also  a member  of  the  Region  3A  Bio  Terrorism  Health  Coalition  and  is  required  to 
prepare  all  hazard  plans,  provide  emergency  response  supplies,  acquire  adequate  training, 
establish  emergency  dispensing  sites,  and  prepare  to  respond  to  natural  and  man-made 
disasters.  The  Health  Department  is  also  a member  of  the  LEPC  (local  emergency  planning 
committee)  and  the  NEREPC  (Northern  Essex  Regional  Emergency  Planning  Committee) 
and  participates  in  monthly  meetings  to  continue  on  going  training  and  education  in 
preparation  for  emergencies. 

Nursing  services  for  die  Board  of  Health  are  provided  by  contract  through  Home  Health 
Care  Visiting  Nurse  Association.  Annual  flu  clinics,  monthly  wellness  clinics,  communicable 
diseases  investigations,  and  expertise  are  provided  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  under  its 
yearly  contract. 

Other  public  health  functions /services  include:

9.  American  Red  Cross  Anti-Choking  Class 

10.  NERV  (Newburyport  Emergency'  Response  Volunteers) 

11.  Health  Homeland  Alert  Network  (HHAN) 

Oversight  of  solid  waste  collection,  recycling,  composting  operations,  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  and  Animal  Control,  Animal  Inspector  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Health.

Annual  Report 
Recycling 


In  September,  the  Newburyport  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  partnership  with  the  City  and 
Seacoast  Energy  and  Environmental  Design  (SEED),  launched  the  Newburyport  Goes  Green 
Initiative.  The  partnership  was  announced  at  the  September  Chamber  breakfast  with 
presentations  on  recycling  and  energy  conservation,  it  was  followed  up  with  a Green  Expo  in 
February,  and  will  continue  with  its  next  event  during  the  month  of  April  called  the  Earth 
Day  Celebrations. 

Being  “green”  is  the  current  trend  and  many  in  the  city  are  jumping  onto  the  band  wagon. 
Each  school  has  stepped  up  their  Green  Team  activities  including  the  Bresnahan  School  with 
the  launching  of  its  own  electronic  recycling  and  NHS  with  its  own  paper  and  clean  energy 
education  campaigns.  In  addition,  to  the  many  daily  inquiries  and  responses,  there  have  been 
numerous  trainings  and  educational  seminars  for  housing/ apartment  complexes,  as  well  as, 
business  organizations. 

The  current  focus  of  this  office  is  to  reduce  costs  wherever  possible  while  also  increasing 
services  and  revenue  from  recycling.  Paper  reimbursement  is  at  a reimbursement  rate  of 
$22.50  per  ton  up  from  $17.50  at  the  same  time  last  year.  On  average  Newburyport  collects 
118  tons  of  paper  per  month.  Residents  continue  to  participate  heavily  in  the  special 
recycling  days  including  electronics  and  HHW.  Due  to  high  demand  for  these  days  and 
current  high  commodity  pricing,  a metals  and  electronics  recycling  container  will  become  a 
permanent  drop  off  at  the  recycling  center. 

The  recycling  contract  has  been  extended  for  another  6 months  (from  June  30,  2008  to 
December  31,  2008)  so  that  contract  requests  for  information  can  coincide  with  solid  waste 
disposal  contract  requests.  Our  goal  is  to  reduce  solid  waste  costs  through  increased 
recycling. 

There  have  been  a number  of  grant  requests  made  and  received  including,  DEP  grants  for 
organic  composting.  Pay  As  You  Throw  (PAYT)  and  contracting  assistance,  and  DEP  and 
Heinz  public  recycling  bins. 

An  effort  to  engage  all  of  the  marinas  in  Newburyport  to  recycle  their  shrink  wrap  and 
boaters  waste  is  underway.  They  have  been  very  receptive  to  the  effort  thus  far. 

The  compost  facility  is  ready  for  opening  day  on  April  8 and  should  begin  to  see  the  fruits  of 
its  labor  after  a two  year  effort  to  clean  it  up  and  reuse  its  drop  off  products.  Compost 
stickers  have  been  on  sale  since  early  March  and  are  on  track  to  keep  pace  or  surpass  last 
year’s  total  of  2951  stickers  sold. 


2007  Annual  Report  for  the  Animal  Control  Department 
Introduction 
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The  Animal  Control  Officer  enforces  the  city  ordinances  regarding  animals; 
educates  the  public  on  important  issues  concerning  animals  both  wild  and 
domestic;  and  looks  after  the  safety  and  welfare  of  pets  and  their  owners. 


Current  Prog  ram /Services 

The  following  services  are  performed  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer/Animal 
Inspector: 


• Educate  the  public 

• Promote  humane  treatment  of  animals 

• Rescue  injured  animals  both  domestic  and  wildlife  and  find 
immediate  treatment 

• Pick  up  animals 

• Provide  shelter  and  care  for  lost  and  homeless  domestic 
animals 

• Animal  adoption  program 

• Trap  domestic  and  wildlife  animals 

• Investigate  cruelty  complaints 

• Investigate  barking  complaints 

• Work  with  Red  Cross  an  Emergency  Management  (during  a 
disaster)  to  capture  and  house  animals 

• Enforce  pooper-scooper  law 

• Issue  citations  and  attend  court 

• Investigate  bite  sand  quarantine  animals 

• Report  quarantined  animals  to  the  Massachusetts  Rabies 
Coordinator 

• Enforce  quarantine  orders 

• Pick  up  and  dispose  of  dead  animals 

• Work  with  local  animals  rescues  when  necessary 

• Provide  24  hour  emergency  service  for  life  or  health 
threatening  situations 

• Give  advice  on  animals  in  general 

• Inspect  barns  annually  and  complete  follow  up  with  State  if 
necessary 

• Investigate  potential  rabid  animals  or  wildlife  and  euthanize 
for  testing  if  necessary 


Resources 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  works  25  hours  a week.  This  includes  the  duties  of  the 
Animal  Inspector. 

FY07  Activities 
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The  Animal  Control  Department  handled  an  average  of  just  over  310  calls  per 
month.  Most  calls  were  wildlife  complaints;  missing  cats;  dogs  at  large;  and 
nuisance  barking  complaints. 

Forecast  for  2008 

The  number  of  wildlife  incidents  will  continue  to  increase  as  residents  are  now 
aware  of  contacting  Animal  Control  for  assistance  with  incidents  such  as  potential 
rabid  animals  and  wild  animals  hit  by  cars  (and  those  that  survive  but  are 
injured).  As  always  special  attention  is  taken  to  monitor  the  risk  of  rabies  and 
other  communicable  diseases  associated  with  wildlife. 

Seasonal  early-morning  and  evening  park  patrols  will  be  put  in  place  to  address 
the  increasing  numbers  of  owners  exercising  their  dogs  off-leash  during  those 
times.  The  scheduling  of  patrols  will  need  to  be  assessed  as  it  is  a time-intensive 
activity  and  other  duties  required  will  have  to  be  curtailed  to  remain  within  the  25 
hour  work  week  schedule. 

Develop  a program  with  MRFRS  to  ease  the  increasing  numbers  of  homeless  and 
unvaccinated  and  in-tact  cats  in  Newburyport.  This  is  becoming  a huge  issue  as 
incidents  between  cats  and  wildlife  are  increasing.  The  effect  on  the  health  and 
safety  to  other  domestic  animals  is  a valid  concern. 

Summary 

The  Animal  Control  Officer/Animal  Inspector  helps  to  maintain  the  health  and 
safety  of  pets  and  protects  city  residents  from  problem  animals.  The  Animal 
Control  Officer/Animal  Inspector  will  answer  all  complaints  in  a timely  and 
courteous  manner.

The  Newburyport  Bank 
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During  FY’07  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  and  its  South  End  Branch  experienced  274,  402 
visits  during  the  3592  hours  the  facilities  were  open  to  the  public.  Borrowers  checked  out  303, 

072  items.  Researchers  asked  and  staff  answered  16,605  reference  questions.  Students  of  all  ages 
used  study  rooms  1938  times  and  the  meeting  rooms  were  booked  for  816  events.  Children,  teens 
and  adults  who  attended  programs,  numbered  5131.  They  were  treated  to  lively  programs  ranging 
from  Teddy  Bear  Picnics  and  Mexican  Fiestas,  to  creative  writing  and  knitting  to  silent  movies 
and  art  appreciation.  In  addition,  there  were  30,  818  public  computer  sessions  and  76,716  visits  to 
the  NPL  website  recorded  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  488%  increase  in  the  use  of  the  young  adult 
materials  since  the  creation  of  the  Teen  Loft  in  2001  is  the  most  notable  and  dramatic  increase. 

With  the  library  budget  strained  and  its  facility  use  escalating,  significant  donations  from  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  allowed  us  to  offer  more  services  and  provide  new  materials,  technology 
and  equipment.  Gifts  of  original  illustrations  from  author  Ron  Tagney,  original  records  of  the 
Fortnightly  Club  from  Les  Ferlazzo,  a flat  screen  TV  and  DVD  player  for  the  Program  Room  by 
the  Newburyport  Lions  Club,  a double  weeping  cherry  tree  in  honor  of  local  poet,  Rhina  Espaillat 
by  the  PowWow  River  Poets  and  $2000  from  the  Thelma  Tarbox  Trust  are  all  equally 
appreciated.  For  the  first  time  the  State  supported  Public  Libraries  Fund  recognized  private 
fundraising  with  a matching  award  of  $1588. 

Through  its  awards  program  “100  Milestones  in  Ten  Years”,  the  Essex  National  Heritage 
Commission  recognized  the  Library’s  Archival  Center,  Jessica  Gill  Archivist,  for  its 
achievements  in  the  proper  housing  and  preservation  of  local,  historical  records.  Teen  Loft 
Librarian,  Donna  Childs  was  honored  at  the  annual  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Breakfast  as  the 
recipient  of  the  Nancy  Peace  Award  for  a member  of  the  community  who  promotes  tolerance  and 
diversity  in  his/her  professional/personal  life.  Giselle  Stevens,  Assistant  Head  librarian  was 
selected  to  attend  the  Library  Leadership  Institute  at  the  College  of  Holy  Cross,  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  and  the  Massachusetts 
Regional  Systems. 

Library  patrons  enjoyed  the  debut  of  digital  audio  books,  a new  Merrimack  Valley  Library 
Consortium  service  that  offers  downloadable  versions  of  recorded  books  that  can  be  listened  to  on 
personal  computers,  MP3  players  or  burned  onto  a CD  for  use  with  a CD  player.  Library  users 
were  also  introduced  to  the  Virtual  Catalog,  which  gives  access  to  over  seven  million  items  at 
over  300  libraries  across  Massachusetts.  By  summer’s  end,  personal  laptop  users  were  able  to 
access  the  Internet  through  the  Library’s  WiFi  network.  By  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  and  after 
the  installation  of  Envisionware  software,  PC  users  were  insured  better  management  of  and  equal 
access  to  the  Library’s  20  public  computers.  The  ability  to  make  reservations  and  to  monitor  time 
on  public  PCs  electronically  pleased  most  users.  Gisele  Stevens  and  Senior  Librarian,  Stephanie 
Johnson  ably  managed  this  costly  project,  which  was  funded  by  the  2002  Noyes  Bequest. 

Volunteers  are  an  integral  part  of  the  Library’s  ability  to  offer  its  many  services:  27  volunteers 
contributed  a total  of  3,  380  hours  this  fiscal  year;  1 1 work  in  the  Archival  Center  and  17  either 
shelve  and  mend  books  or  help  with  processing  materials.  A team  of  dedicated  staff,  a supportive 
Board  of  Directors,  a vibrant  Friends’  organization  and  elected  officials  who  recognize  the 
importance  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  to  this  community  contributed  to  making  this 
fiscal  year  a productive  and  successful  one.

It  is  through  your 
efforts  that  crime  can  be  prevented.  Information  given  to  police  by  you 
directly  helps  solve  and  prosecute  those  responsible  for  committing 
criminal  acts. 

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Police  Department  is  to  serve  the  public, 
protect  the  innocent,  and  enforce  city,  state  and  federal  law.  This  is 
accomplished  through  team  approach  with  dedicated  and  well  trained 
police  officers.  Our  team  approach  is  geared  toward  the  protection  of  life, 
preservation  of  peace,  prevention  of  crime,  and  the  prosecution  of  those 
who  violate  the  law. 

The  Police  department  operates  and  maintains  the  emergency  91 1 
communications  center  for  all  emergencies  within  the  community.  The 
911  center  is  staffed  by  well  trained  personnel  who  answered  over  3000 
emergency  calls  for  crimes,  medical  aid  and  fires  in  2007.  Dispatchers 
also  provide  radio  communication  to  officers  on  patrol,  answer  all 
incoming  calls  to  the  station,  and  handle  walk-ins  at  the  police  station. 

Officers  assigned  to  patrol  provide  the  most  basic  but  essential  protection 
to  the  community.  These  highly  trained  officers  continuously  patrol  the 
community  answering  close  to  20,000  emergency  and  calls  for  service 


2007. 


The  criminal  division  is  currently  staffed  with  two  inspectors  who  handle 
a wide  range  of  investigations,  from  house  breaks  to  major  felonies.  As 
our  world  continues  to  change  so  does  the  type  of  criminals  and  crimes 
they  commit.  Today  investigators  and  police  officers  are  becoming  more 
and  more  involved  with  computer  crimes,  identity  theft,  and  sexual 
predators.  While  the  internet  is  a tremendous  resource,  it  is  also  a freeway 
for  those  looking  tho  commit  crime.

The  Newburyport  Planning  Board  is  delegated  with  the  responsibility  of  administering 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  41  Section  81  A-GG;  Municipal  Planning  and  Subdivision 
legislation  and  M.G.L.  40A,  the  adoption  of  Zoning  Ordinances  for  the  City  of  Newburyport. 
The  establishment  of  Planning  Boards  was  authorized  by  legislature  under  the  provisions  of 
section  81 -A  of  M.G.L. , Ch.  41.

The  three  Divisions  have  seen  much  success  in  this  fiscal  year.  The  Highway 
Division  continued  with  its  programs  of  maintaining  all  City  lands  and 
buildings  and  eight  roadways  were  paved.  The  Highway  Division  also 
continued  its  stormwater  management  efforts  and  work  on  compliance  issues 
with  EPA’s  Phase  II  Stormwater  process.  The  Highway  Division  also 
continued  to  provide  all  City  maintenance  activities  to  most  City  vehicles.

were  removed,  improvements  to  wastewater  lift  stations  and  collection 
system,  and  major  efforts  in  the  connection  of  individual  homes  on  Plum 
Island  to  the  new  Vacuum  sewer  system.  The  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility 
(WWTF)  continues  to  consistently  meet  the  permits  limits  imposed  by  DEP 
and  EPA,  however  the  WWTF  will  require  modernization  efforts  in  the  near 
future. 


The  Water  Division  completed  efforts  in  which  the  raw  water  supply  and  well 
stations  were  completely  replaced,  maintaining  and  improving  the  water 
distribution  system,  and  major  efforts  in  the  connection  of  individual  homes 
on  Plum  Island  to  the  new  water  distribution  system.  In  addition,  Budget 
balancing  efforts  were  completed.  Similar  to  the  WWTF,  the  Water 
Treatment  Plant  also  continues  to  meet  its  permit  however  it  will  require 
modernization  efforts  in  the  near  future.

Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  for  fiscal  year  2007. 

Mission  Statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services  Highway  Division  is  to  maintain 
all  roadways,  drainage  infrastructure,  parks,  cemeteries,  schools  and  other  city  facilities  for  all 
customers  of  the  department  in  a cost  effective  and  environmentally  sensitive  manner  for  the 
short  and  long-term  benefit  of  our  customers  and  the  environment. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  the  following  services  with  respect  to  city 
infrastructure:  stormwater  collection,  yearly  catch  basin  cleaning,  street  line  painting,  street 
paving,  street  sweeping,  snow  and  ice  removal,  street  and  sidewalk  maintenance,  installation  of 
all  city  street  signs,  school,  park  and  cemetery  maintenance,  preparation  for  burials  in  the  two 
city  cemeteries,  tree  trimming,  removal  and  planting,  maintenance  and  surf  raking  of  Plum  Island 
beaches,  assistance  to  Police  and  Fire  Departments  when  called  upon,  assistance  for  Yankee 
Homecoming  and  all  other  City  events,  and  support  to  all  other  Departments  in  the  City  with 
equipment  and  labor.  The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  fleet  maintenance  for  all  city 
vehicles. 

Roadways: 

The  Highway  Division  repairs  and  maintains  all  city  roads,  sidewalks  and  parking  lots.

Crews  put  down  more  than  1 1 0 gallons  of  roadway  paint  in  support  of  street  line  painting, 
parking  lots,  crosswalks  and  school  crossings 


Street  Sweeping: 

Over  200  lane  miles  of  roadway  were  swept  and  100%  of  all  required  city  streets  were  swept 
once  in  accordance  with  NPDES  Stormwater  Permit. 

Snow  Plowing  and  Removal: 

Highway  crews  responded  to  multiple  snow  emergencies  to  clear  city  roadways  of  snow. 

Sanding  and  salting  crews  were  also  utilized  during  the  winter  to  treat  roadways  and  parking  lots. 

Hauling  Trash: 

Public  Works  crews  emptied  144  trash  barrels  located  throughout  the  city  7-days  a week,  totaling 
more  than  1 1 00  cubic  yards  of  waste. 

Drainage: 

Citywide  cleaning  of  approximately  1600  catch  basins  within  the  city  is  done  annually.  Crews 
repaired  and  rebuilt  numerous  catchbasin  and  manhole  structures  collapsed  or  in  disrepair.  The 
Division  continues  improvement  and  maintenance  on  the  drainage  system  as  related  to  NPDES 
Storm  Water  Year  5 Permit. 


Parks/Cemetery/Schools: 

The  Highway  Division  maintains  the  parks  by  grass  mowing,  weed  trimming,  debris  cleanup, 
trimming  shrubbery  and  trees,  and  various  other  maintenance  duties.  Assistance  from  various 
community  groups  and  inmate  work  crews  helped  complete  the  maintenance  of  these  facilities.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  mission  is  to  provide  Newburyport, 

Newbury  and  West  Newbury  with  sustainable  high  quality  water  for  all  uses,  maintain  water 
purification  and  testing,  maintain,  repair,  and  install  distribution  lines  and  continue  to  improve 
upon  quality  and  efficiency. 

Responsibilities: 

There  are  over  8000  residential  and  1000  business  customers  supplied  by  the  Water  Division. 

The  staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the  business  office  in  city  hall,  operation  of  treatment  and 
pumping  facilities  and  maintenance  of  the  distribution  system.  Eighty  percent  of  the  water 
comes  from  reservoirs  along  the  city  border  with  West  Newbury  and  twenty  percent  from  two 
wells  within  the  city.  The  reservoir  water  is  treated  at  Spring  Lane  treatment  plant  and  pumped 
into  the  distribution  system  along  with  water  from  the  two  wells.  Water  is  distributed  to 
customers  via  80  miles  of  water  mains.  The  treatment  plant  is  in  operation  and  staffed  24  hours 
a day,  7 days  a week.  After-hour  emergencies  are  directed  to  the  treatment  plant  where  staff  can 
immediately  page  our  on-call  construction  crew  to  respond.  The  Newburyport  Water  Division  is 
self-sufficient  since  water  rates  and  fees  are  set  to  fund  the  entire  budget. 

Business  Office: 

The  business  office  handles  metering,  billing  and  customer  issues,  along  with  overall 
administration.  Water  saving  devices  for  use  both  in  and  outside  the  home  are  offered  at  cost. 

Facility  Operations: 

All  operations  staff  members  are  certified  in  accordance  with  state  regulations.  They  manage  the 
reservoirs  and  wells,  and  operate  and  maintain  the  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plant.  They 
conduct  thousands  of  tests  to  monitor  water  quality  for  more  than  120  contaminants,  making  sure 
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our  water  is  safe  and  in  compliance  with  all  regulations.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  our  water 
quality  meets  or  surpasses  all  state  and  federal  water  quality  standards  again  this  year. 

Construction: 

Our  construction  staff  maintains  water  mains,  valves,  hydrants  and  meters,  and  responds  to 
emergencies  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week.  In  addition  to  routine  maintenance  work,  they 
continued  to  construct  new  mains  and  their  associated  customer  service  lines  as  part  of  the 
ongoing  main  replacement  program.  The  construction  crew  is  currently  involved  with  many 
projects,  including  overseeing  and  inspecting  the  Plum  Island  contractors.  The  division  hopes  to 
have  the  hookups  completed  by  mid-summer. 

Our  fall  and  spring  hydrant  flushing  program  was  completed;  typically  the  department  does  all 
smaller  mains  during  the  day  and  larger  mains  like  High  Street,  Merrimac  Street  and  the 
Industrial  Park  at  night  to  minimize  service  interruptions.  100%  of  all  hydrants  undergo 
flushing.  The  night  flushing  helps  alleviate  most  of  the  rusty  water  calls  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
particulates  have  a chance  to  settle  before  customers  begin  their  consumption  in  the  early 
morning.  Flushing  also  gives  us  a chance  to  inspect  hydrants  and  determine  maintenance  and 
repair  needs. 

The  construction  crew  has  also  been  repairing  water  main  breaks  and  service  leaks  throughout 
the  winter.  The  year  we  were  very  fortunate  to  have  only  seven  water  main  breaks  and  two 
service  leaks  that  required  emergency  repairs.  The  crew  was  also  busy  with  renewing  water 
services,  tapping  of  water  mains  for  private  contractors,  installing  new  hydrants.  The 
construction  crew  installed  roughly  two-hundred  feet  of  two-inch  water  main  on  Caldwell  Court. 
The  crew  also  installed  an  eighteen  inch  in-line  valve  in  order  to  be  able  to  isolate  the  eighteen 
inch  water  main  that  runs  under  Interstater  95 

Capital  Projects: 

During  FY07,  Phase  I of  the  Water  System  Improvement  Project  was  completed  with  the 
construction  of  major  upgrades  to  the  wells,  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plant.  Also, 
improvements  necessary  to  reactivate  Bartlett  Spring  Pond  as  a water  supply  were  completed. 

The  DPS  Water  Division  began  the  initial  steps  of  bringing  a new  drinking  water  source  on  line. 
Test  wells  have  been  installed  on  property  recently  purchased  by  the  City  from  Guilford 
Transportation,  near  our  Marches  Hill  water  tank.  A preliminary  result  of  pumping  these  test 
wells  is  promising.  Preparations  for  a larger  pump  test  will  be  conducted  in  2008.  This  testing 
will  indicate  if  there  is  enough  quantity  and  quality  of  water  available  to  install  a production 
well.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services,  Sewer  Division  mission  is  to  provide 
Newburyport  with  a fully  functional  wastewater  treatment  facility  and  maintain,  repair  and 
improve  the  city’s  wastewater  collection  system  while  meeting  the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  and 
simultaneously  operating  the  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Newburyport  Sewer  Department  serves  over  1 8,000  customers  and  operates  approximately 
seventy  five  miles  of  sewer  mains,  sixteen  lift  stations,  the  Plum  Island  vacuum  sewer  system 
and  pump  station,  and  a 3.4  MGD  secondary  activated  sludge  plant  called  the  Wastewater 
Treatment  Facility  (WWTF).  Staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the  operation  of  the  wastewater 
treatment  facility,  maintenance  of  the  lift  stations  and  maintenance  of  the  collection  system. 

Facility  Operations: 

In  Fiscal  Year  2007  (FY07)  an  average  of  2.75  MGD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated 
at  the  WWTF  for  a total  treated  volume  of  over  1 .0  billion  gallons.  Our  NPDES  Permit  requires 
removals  for  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  (BOD)  and  total  Suspended  Solids  (TSS)  of  85%. 
Average  removals  for  TSS  and  BOD  were  94  %.  The  NPDES  permit  requires  maximum 
concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  in  the  effluent  are  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per  million)  on  an 
average  monthly  basis.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  results  listed  below,  concentrations  for  BOD  and 
TSS  were  routinely  below  15  mg/1  and  1 1 mg/1  respectively.

Collection  System: 

The  Sewer  Division  Collection  crews  responded  to  81  sewer  calls  and  154  Plum  Island  calls  in 
FY  07.  Also,  over  55,838  linear  feet  of  sewer  lines  were  cleaned  in  FY07.  Three  odor 
complaints  were  logged  in  June  of  2007  due  to  the  start  of  tank  cores  being  performed  and 
evacuation  of  tanks  for  cleaning  and  maintenance.  This  is  significantly  less  than  the  45  odor 
complaints  responded  to  in  CY  1995  and  is  due  to  the  increased  efforts  in  this  area.  We  received 
approved  and  inspected  the  construction  of  407  new  connections  to  the  system  from  6 separate 
areas  of  the  City  and  Plum  Island. 

Capital  Plan: 

The  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan,  which  is  updated  annually  and  is 
separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5 year  increments.  This  plan  is  consistent 
with  the  City’s  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  City’s  infrastructure  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  while  simultaneously  operating  our  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient 
manner  possible. 

Capital  Projects: 

This  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY  2007  including  the  ongoing  elimination  of 
underground  fuel  storage  tanks  and  generator  replacement  at  lift  stations.  Great  effort  was  put 
into  the  plant  modification  and  improvement  study. 

Additional  work  completed  in  FY2007  included  the  replacement  of  a secondary  scum  pit  pump; 
various  improvements  at  the  WWTF;  continuation  of  the  Department’s  Infiltration/Inflow  (I/I) 
reduction  program;  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  activities;  extensive  efforts  with 
assisting  with  the  Plum  Island  sewer  permits,  hookups  and  calls  ; permitting  and  inspection  of 
various  developments;  various  upgrades  to  lift  stations;  replacement  of  sewer  manhole  frames 
and  covers  in  various  areas  of  the  City;  repairs/replacement  of  various  sewers  and  manholes 
throughout  the  City;  training  efforts  that  result  in  sewer  department  having  lowest  Worker’s 
Comp  Claims  of  any  DPS  division;  and  Phase  II  Stormwater  implementation  tasks. 

The  Sewer  Division  serves  approximately  18,000  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve 
each  of  them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  serves  as  an  advocate  for  all  1,078  local 
veterans  and  their  2,080  dependents.  The  Department  advises  clients  as  to  the 
availability  of  services,  benefits,  entitlements  and  provides  financial  assistance 
(M.G.L.  C.115)  to  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents  who  have  served 
honorably  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces.  In  Fiscal  year  2008,  $16,500  was 
disbursed  to  local  needy  veterans  from  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  cost  of  this 
benefit  program  is  reimbursed  to  the  City  by  the  State,  one  year  after  payment,  at 
the  rate  of  $.75  for  every  dollar  disbursed  by  the  City. 

In  the  year  2007, The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  a branch  of  the  Federal 
government,  disbursed  $1,619,984  to  Newburyport  Veterans  in  pensions, 
compensation,  or  DIC  benefits  for  surviving  spouses.  Much  of  this  money  is 
spent  within  the  City  benefiting  the  Newburyport  merchants  and  businesses  who 
serve  our  Veteran  population.  The  Department  assists  Veterans  and  their 
families  in  processing  applications  for  Federal  Veterans’  Affairs  claims  for 
disability  and  death  benefits,  burial  plots,  grave  markers,  home  loans, 
educational  benefits,  medical  services  and  life  insurance  benefits.  The  Office 
also  assists  pensioners  with  their  annual  Veterans’  Affairs  financial  Eligibility 
Verification  Reports  and  applications  for  local  Property  Tax 
Abatements/Exemptions. 

The  Department  also  provides  a ceremonial  function  in  organizing  the  Memorial 
Day  and  Veterans’  Day  celebrations.  Part  of  those  annual  duties  involves 
replacing  the  flags  at  the  2,300  Veteran  graves  in  Newburyport’s  cemeteries. 

Going  forward  into  fiscal  year  2009,  the  Veterans’  Department  will  expand  its 
outreach  into  the  community.  Through  newsletter  insertions  at  the  Council  on 
Aging  and  practical  workshops  at  senior  housing  centers,  the  Department  hopes 
to  expand  its  base,  and  provide  services  to  additional  Veteran  men  and  women 
living  in  Newburyport.  We  are  honored  to  serve  our  Veterans  who  have  served 
us.

“The  mission  of  Newburyport  Youth  Services  is  to  create  quality  programming  and  events  for 
the  City’s  youth  in  safe  and  supportive  environments  that  encourage  growth,  self  exploration  and 
empowerment.” 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Department  works  collaboratively  and  pro-actively  with  the  Youth  Commission,  school 
system  and  other  City  departments  and  organizations  to  promote,  encourage,  develop  and 
provide  appropriate  activities  to  assess  and  meet  the  apparent  and  underlying  needs  of  youth  and 
their  families.  The  responsibility  of  the  Department  is  to  create  programming  during  out  of 
school  time,  including  weekends,  evenings  and  summer.  The  Department  oversees  the  work  of 
the  Newburyport  Coalition  on  Underage  Substance  Abuse. 

The  Department  continues  to  work  as  an  advocate  for  youth,  so  that  their  ideas,  concerns  and 
needs  are  heard  and  addressed  by  the  community  of  Newburyport.  Youth  Services  also  acts  as  a 
clearing  house  of  information  for  families  and  youth. 

FY  ’08  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

• Expanded  summer  programming  to  serve  672  participants  in  15  programs  (61  classes  in 
all)  in  3 areas:  Recreation,  Academic  and  Creative  Enrichment  and  Adventure 
Programming

• Collaborated  with  Public  Schools  to  offer  23  after  school  clubs  at  the  Nock  Middle  and
